Our old friend, the ultimate consumer, can hardly 


fail to be interested in the auuounceinent that Commis- 
sioner Jfeill, of the department of Commerce and Labor, 
has already undertaken the investigation of coal prices in 
conformity with the instructions in the house resolution 
recently passed. It will be extremely gratifying to know 
just who is reaping the harvest from the present high coal 
prices, though it must be admitted that the result of other 
recent investigations into alleged combines hasn't, yielded 
any appreciable benefit in lowered prices of commodities 
to the consumer. The coal operators were recently forced 
to make some wage concessions to the miners. An 
equivalent advance in coal prices was to be expected as a 
consequence from the fact that the coal operator lias never 
manifested any disposition to carry expense of. this kind 
that would shave his profit. But the charge has been made 
that the1 coal price 'was pushed' up by the «>perators not 
only to meet the increased expense of mining, but to a fig- 
fire considerably beyond that point. It will at least be en- 
lightening to know who is getting the money, if it doesn't 
result in reduced prices, and the. coal situation is so vital 
to the average citizen that there cannot be too much light 
thrown upon it.

Our old friend, the ultimate consumer, can hardly 


fail to be interested in the announcement that Commis- 
sioner .Keill, ol: the department of Commerce and Labor, 
has already undertaken the investigation of coal prices in 
conformity with the instructions iu the house resolution 
recently passed. It will he extremely gratifying to know 
just who is reaping the harvest From the present high coal 
prices, though it must be admitted that the result of other 
recent investigations into alleged combines hasn't yielded 
any appreciable benefit in lowered prices of commodities 
to the consumer. The coal operators were recently forced 
to make some wage concessions to the miners. An 
equivalent advance in coal prices was to be expected as a 
consequence from the fact that the coal operator has never 
manifested any disposition to carry expense of this kind 
that would shave his profit. But the charge has been made 
that the coal price 'was pushed' up by the operators not 
only to'.mect the increased expense of mining, but to a fig- 
pre considerably beyond that point. It will at least be en-- 
lightening to know who is getting the money, if it'doesn't 
result-in reduced prices, and the coal situation is so vital 
to the. average citizen that there cannot be too much light 
thrown upon it.
